This action was 
taken on advice of counsel, and an in- 
scription is to be placed on the statue 
that it had been cast "after the design 
of Charles H. Niehaus." 



Among the models for the decora- 
tion of the Brooklyn Institute submit- 
ted, to Daniel C. French and the archi- 
tects of the institute for approval is 
one by the painter Kenyon Cox. This

CORRESPONDENCE. 



Among the acquisitions announced 
in the June bulletin of the Metropoli- 
tan Museum is a large part of the Geor- 
ges Hoentschel collection of objects of 
decorative art formed in Paris and pre- 
sented to the Museum by Mr. Pierpont 
Morgan. This collection is particu- 
larly rich in Gothic and eighteenth 
century art objects. Manv of the 
pieces are from the royal chateaux of 
France, and some date from the French 
Revolution, when the chateaux were 
pillaged of their treasures. The Gothic 
section is illustrative of the decorative 
art of that period, and contains many 
panels and examples of ecclesiastical 
work. 

The collection was purchased by Mr. 
Morgan in the spring of 1906. Soon 
afterward he presented to the Museum 
all the eighteenth century section, and 
announced that he would deposit the 
Gothic section in the Museum as a 
loan for an indefinite period. 

It has been determined to install the 
gifts in a part of the building especi- 
ally constructed for it. Plans have 
been prepared for this addition, which 
will be on the north side of the build- 
ing", to the rear of the new extension on 
Fifth Avenue.

The New York customs authorities 
have determined to stop the long con- 
tinued practice of fraud upon buyers 
of foreign paintings and other works 
of art. The plan has been to invoice 
pictures and other art objects at prices 
many times their intrinsic value, to pay 
the ad valorem duties, and then to ex- 
hibit to prospective purchasers a copy 
of the official invoice as proof of the 
price paid. This plan in many in- 
stances brought intending buyers at 
the Appraiser's Stores while the art ob- 
jects were undergoing the usual exami- 
nation and appraisal. 

The authorities think that a large 
and lucrative traffic has been conduct- 
ed in "fake" pictures arid other works 
of art, because of the high values at- 
tached to the importations and the ap- 
parent eagerness of the importer to au- 
thenticate his entries in the presence 
of the customs officers. A painting 
invoiced at $50,000 and consigned to a 
woman was recently received at the 
Appraiser's Stores. The picture was 
said to have been shipped either from 
London or Paris. In the ordinary course 
it was turned over to Examiner Hecht, 
who after inspection of the canvas, 
was surprised at the valuation which he 
placed at $500. Before Mr. Hecht made 
his report, the woman importer of 
the painting applied to the Appraiser 
for permission to bring some of her 
friends to see the picture. Curiosity 
was aroused, and enough evidence was 
gathered to warrant the belief that the 
exhibition of the work was merely a

Dear Sir: I was glad to read in a recent 
issue of your paper of the exhibition of 
paintings by George- Elmer Browne at the 
Knoedler Galleries, and while I had not up 
to that time seen any of his work, yet I had 
heard it favorably spoken of during the past 
few years, and the high praise which you 
accorded it in the article referred to greatly 
increased my desire to see it. I did not see 
his exhibition at the Knoedler Galleries, 
yet had the pleasure a few weeks later 
while on my way to New -York of seeing 
it at the Reinhardt Galleries in Chicago and 
a little later -in the Reinhardt Galleries, 
Milwaukee. From ,'your favorable com- 
ments and that of others concerning his 
work I had expected that it was not of the 
ordinary kind, yet it exceeded my own ex- 
pectations. 

You may be interested to learn that I 
purchased the canvas entitled "After the 
Rain," and I believe that such work as con- 
tained in this picture entitles Browne to 
be placed in the front rank of our American 
painters, and that as a painter of skies he 
has no superior among living artists, at 
least among those whose work I have seen; 
in fact, his sky painting in "After the Rain" 
compares very favorably with the work of 
the peerless Weissenbruch, of whose work 
I have two examples in my collection. In 
an article upon the recent exhibition of Mr. 
Browne the following tribute was paid to 
the canvas I purchased: "'After the Rain' 
is another grateful bit of Brittany — only two 
old hooded wagons wending home after a 
storm, with the blue sky revealed between 
the breaking ^ clouds — but the atmosphere 
breathes of rain-swept fields, and something 
poetic speaks from the simple scene." 

Hoping that your valuable paper will con-

As foreshadowed in previous letters, 
this year's Academy is not so strong 
as it should be. There are many not- 
able absentees, such as Abbey, Alma 
Tadema and Brangwyn. On the other 
hanl, many of the younger men have 
this year been admitted and help to 
strengthen the exhibition. One of the 
most successful pictures is the life- 
sized group by L. Campbell Taylor, en- 
titled "The Rehearsal," and reproduced 
by permission of the artist. The coloi 
scheme is in silvery tones, and the in- 
fluence of Whistler is discernable. 
This picture has been bought for the 
Chantrey collection for £1,000. Other 
works bought for the Chantrey collec- 
tion are a marine landscape, "Runs- 
wick Bay," by Arthur Friedenson, a 
small Rodinesque marble group, "The 
Earth and the Elements," by Bertram 
MacKennal, and a water color, "The 
Seers of Love," by W. G. Simmonds. 

Sargent's portraits of women are 
generally considered disappointing and 
below his average. "Lady Sassoon" 
is unanimously pronounced his best, be- 
ing splendidly characterised and dex- 
terous in the painting of the black silk 
dress. George Henry, the new Asso- 
ciate, maintains a higher level, and 
his "The Mirror," has been greatly 
admired. 'Mrs. Henry van der 
Bergh" is the best of S. J. Solomon's 
portraits. Arnesby Brown comes out 
strong among the landscapists, his 
"The Wherry" having all the good col- 
or qualities of impressionism combined 
with accurate delineation of form. 
George Clausen's small pictures, "Sun- 
set" and "The Little Brook" are his 
best, and Leader's little cabinet picture, 
"The Circus by the Sea," is also bet- 
ter than many of his larger landscapes. 
Other good landscape work is shown 
by Bertram Priestman, Alfred East, 
Mark Fisher, Buxton Knight, and W. 
G. von Glehn, whose "The Avenue" is 
a brilliant piece of color. E. Stott is 
well represented by a number of poetic 
pastorals, among which "Belated" is 
perhaps the best, 

Frank Bramley, with his portrait 
studies, H. S. Tuge with a portrait and 
a nude, "The Diving Place," are well 
to the fore. Frank Craig's large and 
decorative picture of Joan of Arc lead- 
ing a charger partially atones for Mr. 
Abbey's absence, while E. A. Hornel's 
splendid mosaic of color, "The Music 
of the Woods," is a welcome novelty at 
Burlington House.

Mr. C. J. Charles has on view at his 
galleries, 25-29 Brook Street, an ad- 
mirable exhibition of old oak rooms, 
which no lover of antiques should miss. 
Better than any verbal description is 
the photograph of one of the rooms 
here reproduced by permission. This 
room, which Mr. Charles assigns to 
the early Queen Anne period, is of spe- 
cial interest, as illustrating the transiti- 
onal period between the smaller and 
larger panelling, and some good judges 
who have carefully examined the beau- 
tifully grained wood, front and back, 
think it very possible that it is even 
earlier and dates from William and 
Mary. Attention may be drawn to 
the beautiful early Queen Anne walnut 
chair shown in the photo, and to the 
ceiling from mouldings of the period. 
Another oak room shows a fine ex- 
ample of a great rarity, a Jacobean oak 
fireplace and mantle complete, while 
another fireplace contains the original 
stone lining on which the arms of the 
former owners are dimly discernible. 
The corridor in the photo shows a fine 
piece of Elizabethan panelling, while 
panelling of other periods are also on 
view. The early English extending 
table shown is also worthy of note, as 
also a Cromwellian day bed in the same 
room.

As to the Societe des Artists Fran- 
cais annual display, opinions, as usual, 
are greatly at variance as to the qual- 
ity of the exhibit as a whole. The con- 
sensus inclines to a rather favorable 
view. But it is conceded that no art 
work shown comes as a revelation. 
Two pictures by Laparra and Jonas, 
respectively, are to be cited as impres- 
sive. William Laparra's effort is en- 
titled "The Pedestal," and may be 
laconically described as an allegory 
typifying the horrors of war. Jonas's 
painting represents an incident of the 
strike at Anzin, and discloses a mob of 
strikers maltreating a wretched pair of 
workingmen who prefer ill-paid labor 
to idleness. There is significance to 
these paintings, in addition to technical 
worth and hence their special and very 
marked prominence. 

Among the hundreds of pictures con- 
tributed by other artists, the connois- 
seur and the simple neophyte must, so 
to say, "carve for himself." "The 
Shroud of a Hero," is a striking work 
of Jacquet's. Emile Fuchs sends a 
pretty "Lady in Blue." Heyerdahl, a 
Norwegian, has two good views of 
Montmartre streets. A Dutch painter, 
van Papenrecht, exhibits an excellent 
military picture. Flameng's work is 
unusually disappointing, and C. D. Gib- 
son's first contribution to the Salon has 
caused no sensation. Kay's view of 
the Clyde meets with favor. J. P. 
Lauren's efforts are of the familiar 
type and a work of Lorimer's, in which 
some graceful women dance hand-in- 
hand around a statue of Cupid, recalls 
felicitously one of the loveliest and 
best-known poems of Verlaine's. The 
painters of note are all represented. 
Bonnat has two pictures, sending down 
to posterity President Fallieres and 
Paderewski. Harpignies, Tattegrain, 
Rochegrosse, Joseph Bail, with his 
well-lighted lay-figures ; Antonin Mer- 
cie, Pointelin and numerous artists of 
less celebrity contribute canvases. Mrs. 
de Wentworth presents in theatrical 
parlance two distinguished sitters : 
Queen Alexandra and President Roose- 
velt. Further enumeration, however, 
would be superflous. The present Sa- 
lon unquestionably appeals to all tastes, 
and, through many media, to people of 
no taste at all. 

The month just closed will be re- 
membered as the most animated period 
of the art year. Its most important 
events have, of course, been the Chaf- 
fey, Mulhbacher and Sedelmeyer sales ; 
but incidents of minor financial signifi- 
cance, and a large number of exhibi- 
tions have made it a particularly inter- 
esting epoch. 

The exhibitions of paintings have 
been and are, Hterallv too numerous 
to mention. At Bagatelle, one may see 
an admirable collection of portraits and 
busts, marble and terra cotta, of famed 
and well-known women. An exposi- 
tion of the works of Carriere invites in- 
spection in the Palais des Beaux Arts. 
The comic illustrators have a fine ex- 
hibition of their works in the Palais 
de Glace. "Salon of the Arts of the 
Sea." is the title of an exhibition of 
marines now open in the Tuileries Gar- 
den. The International Ordre des Arts 
has an exposition on the Boulevard 
Raspail. And of the less pretentious 
"shows," to use a somewhat trivial ex- 
pression, there is no end. M. Meifren, 
a Spanish painter, has placed his work 
on view in the Galerie Georges Petit. 
M. Gustave Frainont exhibits water- 
coiors in the Tooth Gallery.

This city has recently lost by death 
two of her best known and oldest art- 
ists — Thomas S. Noble, former Direc- 
tor of the Art Academy, and T. C. 

Not only in his ' pictures 
Noble will endure, but in the affection- 
ate remembrance of his old pupils, to 
whom he was an inspiration, and in 
the minds of all with whom his marked 
personality came in contact. Noble 
worshipped the old masters, but his 
pictures were the expression of his own 
ideals. His canvases are numerous. 
Lindsay, too, was an enthusiast and a 
gentleman. He had an international 
reputation as an animal and landscape 
painter. His landscapes are marked 
by sincerity and a tender sympathy for 
nature which were a part of the man 
himself. 

The attendance at the Art Museum 
has steadily increased since the date of 
the opening of the new statuary hall 
given by J. G. Schmidlapp in, memory 
of his daughter, Emma Louise,* who 
was killedin.a railroad accident- several 
years ago.

It is 100 feet 
square, flanked on either side by a gal- 
lery and is on a level with the main 
floor of the museum, with which it is 
connected by a gallery 100 zy 30 feet 
extending north from the entrance hall 
of the museum. In the west wing is 
the library. The wing of the old hall 
previously given up to the statuary now 
contains the Longworth collection of 
India shawls, 71 in number. The open- 
ing of the new hall also marked the 
opening of the fourteenth annual exhi- 
bition of American Art. The pictures 
are good and strong examples, making 
the exhibit far superior to any for sev- 
eral years. 

Unusual interest was taken in the 
recent auction sale of the personal ef- 
fects of the late Leon Van Loo at the 
Ezekiel-Bernheim galleries. A large 
crowd was present but the bidding was 
slow. A large painting bv De Vigne. 
said to be worth $2. 500 was knocked 
down for $250. A large Diaz went for 
$200 .and a small Achenbach for $100. 
A Flemish table by Van Loo, and a 
rare piece of carving, sold for $75. The 
portrait of Van Loo by himself sold for

CLEVELAND. 



A loan exhibit was recently held at 
the Cleveland School of Art. A re- 
ception was given at the school for the 
several hundred art and manual train- 
ing teachers visiting the city. The 
meetings have proved the most impor- 
tant ever held in America, attracting 
500 of the foremost art and manual 
training teachers, and were marked by 
the largest collection of art and man- 
ual training work done by the school 
children of the United States. The 



work was exhibited in the Watterson 
school, completely filling the walls of 
the building. 

The portrait statue of Friedrich von 
Schiller, the German poet, has just been 
finished by Hermann N. Matzen. It 
will be unveiled next October in Belle 
Isle Park, Detroit, after having been 
cast in bronze in Friedrichhagen, near 
Berlin, Germany, by the Gladenbeck 
Actien Gesellschaft.

An exhibition of pictures, water- 
colors and oils by Charles Caryl Cole- 
man, recently shown for a fortnight at 
the Museum attracted much attention.

The annual exhibition of students' 
work at the Detroit Fine Arts Acad- 
emy was well worth seeing. The char- 
acter studies showed a strength and- a 
manner of execution far beyond that o'f 
students who in the main have attend- 
ed the Academy a single year. 

At the last meeting for the season of 
the Detroit Architectural Club, Prof. 
Emil Lorch, of the Department of 
Architecture, Ann Arbor, and the foun- 
der of the club, gave an illustrated lec- 
ture on *'Romaii Architecture." The 
classes of the jClub have been' aj, great 
success this year with the exception 
of the Life Class, and this was pros- 
perous enough- to warrant its continu- 
ance. The Construction Class under 
D. R. Wells, and the Rendering Class 
under the direction of W. R. Burrowes 
were unusually successful. The Archi- 
tectural League of America has accept- 
ed Detroit's invitation, and the 1908 
convention of that body will be held 
here. 

A recent gift to the Museum is an 
example of the modern Dutch Master, 
B. J. Blommers. It came without any 
previous intimation through the George 
R. Angell Co., without the name of the 
donor appended. Only a month ago, a 
gift of a valuable Bouguereau, "Chil- 
dren on the Seashore" was made in a 
like anonymous manner. 

The Jamjss E. Scripps Gallery of old 
masters which has been closed to the 
public for some two months was re- 
opened June 8. The gallery now does 
not seem so over-crowded, as several 
of the large but less important can- 
vases which formerly hung there will 
now be used as the foundation for an- 
other old master gallery. Some of the 
more important canvases have been re- 
stored notafilv the Rubens, jan Steen, 
Matsys, and Benjamin West. A por- 
trait of the donor, the late James E. 
Scripps, recently given to the Museum 
by the deceased's family, now occupies; 
as it should, a place among the works 
which he so lovingly collected.

VINCENNES (IND.) 

The first annual exhibition of the 
Vincennes Art Association, comprising 
objects of art by Indiana artists alone, 
opened June' 14, and promises to be a 
great success. Mrs. Charles Bierhaus, 
its President, is a well-known clubwoman 
and a wealthy patron of art. Vincennes, 
the oldest city in Indiana, and the ancient 
capital of New France, is a town of 
historic interest and much culture. 



The Pennsylvania Academy, as well 
as the art, business and social worlds 
of this city' have suffered a great loss in 
the sudden death of Henry Whelen, 
Jr., president of the Academy, on May 
17 last. Mr. Whelen, who was only 
58, took cold while on a fishing trip, 
which- resulted in pneumonia. Mr. 
Whelan was buried in St. David's 
churchyard ■ a t ■ Radnor, a - short drive 
from- his- country seat at Devon. 
The funeral services were held in the 
little church where- his daughter, Mrs. 
Robert Goelet, was married only a few 
years ago, and were attended by a large 
representation- of artists and financiers 
of Philadelphia. 

Mr. Whelen's death was followed in 
four days by the death' of Dr. John H. 
Packard, one of the- oldest directors of 
the Academy and for years chairman 
of the committee on instruction. He 
died at Atlantic City of heart disease, 
at the age of 75 years. 

John F. Lewis, the. well-known ad- 
miralty lawyer, was elected on June 3 
to the presidency of the Academy to 
fill the vacancy created by Mr, Whel- 
en's death. The election was unani- 
mou. Mr. Lewis is one of the young- 
est members of the Board of Directors, 
both in years and term of service, hay- 
ing been elected to that body only in 
1905. In 1902 he was made honorary! 
curator of the valuable print collection 
owned by the Academy. Air. Lewis 
was admitted to the bar in 1882. He is 
president of the Mercantile Library, 
treasurer of the Geneological Society of 
Pennsylvania, council member of the 
Historical Society, and holds various 
offices in innumerable clubs, athletic, 
humane, charitable and financial, in 
Philadelphia. His election to the presi- 
dency of the Academy came as a com- 
plete surprise. Dr. Howe having been 
tacitly picked out for that office by 
the general public. His election leaves 
two vacancies in the Board of Direc- 
tors. 

To Charles Grafly has been award- 
ed the commission to execute a memor- 
ial tablet to Fritz Scheel, former direc- 
tor of the Philadelphia Orchestra, who 
died some months ago.

It is to 
be hoped that the display will be seen 
again next winter, for it was one of 
the most notable of the past season.

A two-days' sale of coins, forming the 
noted Appleton and Stamm collection, was 
held May 21 and 22 at the auction rooms of 
T. L. Elder, No. 32 East Twenty-third 
Street. The rare coins in the collection 
were eagerly fought for by a number of 
collectors. The record price of $200 was 
paid on May 21 for a quarter eagle of 1806 
with six stars before the head and seven 
behind. For a fine copy of the 1797 quarter 
eagle $165 was paid, and a quarter eagle of 
1826 brought $i57-5<>. There were several 
of the famous Charles I. declaration coins 
sold and for hig-h figures. 

The second day's sale was even more suc- 
cessful than the first. Again a number of 
early and rare American coins were disposed 
of, and also many Scottish, Irish, Indian and 
Siamese coins, with specimens of rare in- 
cased stamp money. 

On May 23, again at the Elder rooms, 
there was sold the coin collection of George 
Anders, which was peculiarly rich in the 
Bechtler gold pieces. These were coined by 
Adolph and Christopher Bechtler at a pri- 
vate mint in Rutherfurd, N. C, in the thir- 
ties by government permission, and were 
made of the product of the gold mines of 
North Carolina and Georgia. The denom- 
inations are $1, $2.50 and $5. 



THE EIGHT PAINTERS. 



When Robert Henri, the well-known 
painter, three months ago withdrew 
two- of his pictures accepted by the Na- 
tional Academy for its annual display, 
and criticised what he termed the nar- 
row and unfair attitude of the Acad- 
emy toward young artists, it was pre- 
dicted in the "Art News" that there 
would soon be a noteworthy secession 
from the old organization. This pre- 
diction has been verified, and it is an- 
nounced that eight well-known artists, 
headed by Robert Henri — the others 
being William Glackens, Arthur 
Davies, George Luks, Ernest Lawson, 
John Sloan, Everett Shinn and Maur- 
ice Prendergast — have formed a new 
organization and will in February, 
1908, hold a first annual exhibition at 
the Macbeth Galleries, No. 450 Fifth 
Avenue. 

To the exhibitions of the new organ- 
ization, as yet unnamed, each member 
of the group will send five canvases — 
and there will be no jury. The se- 
ceders hope and expect to have a gal- 
lery of their own by the time of the 
opening of the art season of 1908-09 
and point ou that New York has two 
large galleries available for special art 
displays, that the Fine Arts and Amer- 
ican Art Galleries are always engaged 
ahead the season through and that no 
dealer's galleries are sufficiently large 
to hang oyer 200 pictures. The seced- 
ers also plan the holding of their exhi- 
bitions in other large American cities 
in rotation. 



CO-OPERATIVE STUDIO BUILD- 
ING. 



A group of New York artists have 
purchased a plot? Nos. 15 to 132 West 
Fifty-seventh Street, near- the new 
Lqtos Club site, New York, and will 
erect upon it a splendid studio-apart- 
ment building to cost $800,000 and to 
be called the Renaissance. The Stuyve- 
sant Company, another art syndicate, un- 
der the leadership of Mr. Walter Russell, 
is building a $900,000 structure in West 
Seventy-seventh Ctreet. 

It was recently announced that an 
organization of artists had purchased 
a site in Central Park South for a great 
studio-apartment building, somewhat 
similar to the Renaissance and to be 
called the Gainsborough. The an- 
nouncement of the Renaissance under- 
taking made a decided stir in real 
estate and art circles. Associated in 
the new $800,000 Renaissance in West 
Fifty-seventh Street, are Robert Von- 
noh, Irving Wiles, Childe Hassam, 
Rugar Donaho, F. Newton, William 
Dean Howells and Mrs. H. V. Tatum. 
The owners of the Renaissance will 
have besides a lofty studio a suite of 
nine rooms and three baths. The many 
renting studios in the -building will be 
smaller. 

In the Gainsborough, in Central Park 
South, the suites will not be so large. 
Those interested in the building are 
August Franzen, president of the cor- 
poration ; Elliott Daingerfield, vice- 
president; Colin* Campbell Cooper, 
treasurer, and Barron Collier, secre- 
tary.

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RECENT ART BOOKS. 



It will be welcome news to art teach- 
ers and students, and in fact to all art 
lovers that a new edition of M. Solo- 
mon Reinach's admirable manual of 
art history, which has been translated 
into all European languages, has re- 
cently been published by William 
Heinemann, of London, and Charles 
Scribner's Sons, of New York, under 
its original title of Apollo. The edi- 
tion of two years ago was entitled, as 
will be remembered "The Story of Art 
throughout the Ages." The author 
himself explains that the title of Apollo 
means that the work is intended as a 
companion volume to his "Minerva," 
an introduction to the Greek and Latin 
classes, published in 1889, and which 
has run through four editions. 

This last edition of Apollo has been 
carefully revised by the author, a num- 
ber of interesting illustrations have 
been added, some cuts, inferior in qual- 
ity, have been replaced, and the biblio- 
graphies have been expanded and 
brought up to date. 

The present volume, which is copi- 
ously and judiciously illustrated with 
cuts of the greatest and most repre- 
sentative pictures, sculptures and arch- 
itectural monuments of all times, has 
been well called a marvel of judicious 
condensation. From cover to cover j 
the book is filled with clear, well con- j 
densed and intelligent notice — not crit- j 
icism — of the work of artists, sculp- 1 
tors and architects from prehistoric 
times to the present day, classified 
in schools and periods and many of 
them illustrated, so that the eye, as well 
as the mind, is instructed and enter- 
tained. No one can peruse the vol- 
ume, which is convenient in size and 
low in price, without acquiring an in- 
telligent idea of art history, while stu- 
dents and writers will find it indis- 
pensable as a work of reference and an 
aid to memory. (N. Y. Charles Scrib-

, The exhaustive treatise on the life 
and works, of Anthony Van Dyck, by 
Mr. Lionel Cust, published in 1900, has, 
at the request of the publishers, 
Messrs. George Bell & Sons, of Lon- 
don and the Macmillan Co., New 
York, been condensed by the author 
for the series of "Great Masters in 
Painting and Sculpture. " 

While the work has been mainly one 
of excision, a prefatory note tells the 
reader that the opportunity has been 
utilized to add some new facts which 
have recently come to light, and thus 
to bring the essay up to the level of 
present day knowledge. 

It is too late a day to attempt to de- 
scribe, or give extended notice to this 
monograph of Mr. Cust's on the great 
and brilliant painter who so dominat- 
ed his time and whose life story will 
always fascinate those who love ro- 
mance, adventure, and the atmosphere 
of courts and social splendor. The 
work is written with appreciation and 
enthusiasm, and gives a complete pen 
picture of the great Flemish master. 
lit is well and freely illustrated with 
reproductions of the painter's best 
known and most notable canvases and 
should be in every art library.

This has 
recently been published by J. B. Lip- 
pin cott Company in Philadelphia, and 
is not only instructive and valuable 
to artists and students, but is one of 
the most attractive art books of the 
year. 

The author says in his preface that 
he has not attempted to write at any 
length on landscape painting in its ele- 
mentary stages, but that his aim has

considerations which do not find place 
in the curriculum of our art schools, 
and which should be of assistance to 
him in the progress of his develop- 
ment.

"Tin Enamelled Pottery" and "Salt 
Glazed Ware." The work of prepar- 
ing the primer or manual on Tin En- 
amelled Pottery, Majolica, Delft and 
other Stanniferous faiences, has been 
entrusted to the able hands of Mr. Ed- 
win Atlee Barber, Curator of the Penn- 
sylvania Museum and School of Indus- 
trial Arts in Philadelphia, and he has 
performed it well. 

In less than fifty pages, Mr. Barber 
gives an historical sketch, a review of 
processes and an accurate description 
of the various kinds of ware produced 
in different countries, a thorough index, 
and all available data that will facili- 
tate the identification of specimens.

Le Musee, the monthly art journal 
published in Paris, in an article de- 
scriptive of the remarkable bronze 
statute of Zeus of Grecian origin says : 

Antiquity has known marvelous sta- 
tues of the King of the Gods. 

"But of all these statues none remain 
to us, and have only survived in weak 
copies. The Toreuitque, it is true, has 
given us many votive statues, but these 
truly merit little the title of works of 
art. The most beautiful is that of the 
Florence Museum, copied from an orig- 
inal of the time of Phidias, and which 
remains one of the more precious pieces 
that Antiquity has bequeathed to us. 

The statuette in Mr. Pierpont Mor- 
gan's collection has a charming patina, 
one of those clear patinas which give to 
gracious form a delightful relief, as if a 
ray of golden sunlight came to caress 
the artist's work, and this statuette 
ought to take special rank among the 
valuable bronzes which Hellenic art 
has transmitted to us."

AMERICAN ART NEWS 



FOREIGN SALES OF THE MONTH. 



The art season in London and Paris, 
now on the wane, has been marked this 
spring and early -summer by art auc- 
tion sales of exceptional interest and 
importance. In London there have 
been several sales at Chrystie's, notably 
one of the Ashley and Balfour pictures, 
which realized $100,000. Others, while 
they were not composed of unusual ex- 
amples, were marked by some extreme- 
ly high prices. 

In Munich, the sale of the Spengel 
collection in the Helbing galleries June 
4-6, attracted a large number of dealers 
and collectors. The result comes too 
late for record in this issue of the Art 
News, but will be given in the July 
issue. 

In Paris, the Chappey, Muhlbacher 
and Sedelmeyer sales, just concluded, 
overshadowed several others which or- 
dinarily would have attracted wide in- 
terest, such as that of the Thirion col- 
lection at the Galerie Petit, June 10, 
the Lesrel collection, and others. 

These sales, and especially those of 
the Chappey, Sedelmeyer and Muhl- 
bacher collections, were attended by 
hosts of dealers and collectors, and 
were, on the whole, most successful. 
The depressed business conditions 
which have so seriously militated against 
the success of the art auctions in New 
York the past winter season, did not 
seemingly affect the foreign auctions, 
although there were undoubtedly fewer 
bids and less competition from Amer- 
ican buyers than had times been more 
prosperous here. 

Space prevents the publication of de- 
tailed lists of the articles and pictures 
sold at these memorable auctions, but 
the titles of the more important objects 
and pictures and the prices they 
brought will be found below :

The total for the 
day came to nearly $47,250, though the 
portraits on the whole failed to realize the 
big prices expected. A comparatively high 
sum was paid for a moonlit river scene by 
A. van der Neer, which" fell to DowdesweU 
for $37,350. 



"Childhood's Innocence," by Sir Thomas 
Lawrence, was sold at Christie's,. June 6, 
by the trustees of Sir Robert Peel, Bart. 
The painting is a portrait of Julia, Countess 
of Jersey,- as a child, and is considered a 
fine example of Lawrence's best work. The 
Peel trustees expected that it would bring 
about $oo.,ooo, but it was sold to Charles 
Wertheimer for $42,000. A miniature by 
Andrew Plimer, portraits of two sisters, was 
sold for $5,000 to Charles Wertheimer. 

The famous Sanderson collection of Wedge- 
wood has been purchased by Duveen Brothers 
for a large sum, not stated. 



More than $38,000 was the total result of 
the sale of old French snuff boxes and other 
objects of yertu from .the Hawkins . collec- 
tion at Christie's June 11. Two snuff boxes 
realized $3,000 each, both octagonal examples, 
one of Louis XVI. - 



PARIS SALES. 

Surprising Totals Obtained at Sedelmeyer 
and Chappy Sales. 

The sale of the collection of pictures by 
Jongkind, owned by the late M. Herz, 
May 10, was successful. "Canal at Rotter- 
dam" sold for 13,300 frs. ($2,660), and a 
scene on a towpath 11,200 frs. ($2,240) 



Pictures of the French school of the 
eighteenth century were sold at. the Hotel 
Drouot, May 13 : "L'Heureuse Mere," by 
Fragonard, sold for 29,000 frs. ($5,800), to 
Leon Helft; "Paysage dTtalie" and "Cas- 
cades d'Tivoli," by Hubert Robert, brought 
23,650 frs. ($4,730). 

On May 12 last, at the Hotel Drouot, 
some pictures and ancient drawings of the 
French school brought in 175,435 frs. "Re- 
union Galante," artist unknown, was bid 
up to 50,000 frs., and a Fragonard sold for 
29,000 frs. The sale of the Falguiere odds 
and ends only reaped a harvest of 20,683 
frs. On May 24, some drawings of L'her- 
mitte's were sold, 7,400 frs. being the best 
price attained. And, at the Salle Petit, a 
Van Blarenberghe gouache was knocked down 
for 13,050 frs.

A little panel by Antoine Watteau, entitled

SEDELMEYER SALE. 

A representative Parisian gathering as- 
sembled May 14 in the Sedelmeyer Gal- 
leries in the Rue Rochefoucauld, Paris, at 
a private view of the Sedelmeyer collection 
of Paintings of English and French masters 
of the eighteenth century, later disposed of 
at public aution. 

Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan paid a special visit 
and particularly admired Romney's portrait 
of Miss Elizabeth Tighe and three portraits 
by Raeburn. These last were among the 
gems of the collection. 

Charles Sedelmeyer, who now retires from 
business in consequence of family bereave- 
ment, for half a century past has held a 
foremost place among Parisian picture deal- 
ers. The collection broken up is so large 
that four different sales were required to 
dispose of it. 

The total of the first day's sale (May 16), 
which comprised works of the early English 
school, was $184,947. The highest prices 
were brought by three portraits by Raeburn 
and one by Hoppner. Of the Raeburns, a 
portrait of Mrs. Monteith was secured by 
M. Malfait for $26,000, after a contest with 
MM. Trotti, Lowengard and Fischhof. For 
the portrait of Mrs. Pattison, also by Rae- 
burn, M. Malfait paid $22,400. M. Low- 
engard secured the third Raeburn portrait, 
one of Col. and Mrs. Ramsay, for $21,400. 

The Hoppner portrait, one of Miss Raine, 
was sold to M. Schnell for $20,400, and 
another portrait by Hoppner only brought 
$15,600. Two Constables, "Borders of River 
Stour" and "S'tour River Valley," brought, 
respectivelv. $6,400 and $5,900, the first se- 
cured uy M. Lowengard. For a portrait 
of the Marchioness of Hertfort and child, 



M. Schnell paid $6,400, and M. Ricard paid 
$5,420 for a portrait of Countess Darnley 
by Sir Thomas Lawrence. M. Jonas gave 
$3,600 for Laxly Mary Isabell Somerset 
and child, by Reynolds, and $3,060 for a 
portrait of juord Mulgrave as a child, also 
by Reynolds. 

* * * 

The total of the second day's sale, also of 
examples of the early English school, was 
$148,050. The highest figure was reached 
by Romney's portrait of Miss Tighe, which, 
after a battle with MM. Malfait and Lar- 
naud, M. Ducrey secured for $32,000. The 
admirable group portrait by Sir Thomas 
Lawrence of Mr. Charles Binny and two 
daughters was also secured by M. Larnaud 
for $22,000. The same buyer obtained for 
$12,000, the portrait of Mrs. Schindlerin, by 
Reynolds. M. Fabre Luce pushed the por- 
trait of Miss Gore, by Romney, to $10,400, 
while Lady Hamilton, as Ariane, of course 
by Romney, only brought $7,400. To M. 
Feral went two fine portraits by Gains- 
borough, one of a Princess Royal, for $8,600, 
and one of Miss Boone for $7,600. A por- 
trait of Lady Ramsey, by Raeburn, brought 
$5,200. 

* * * 

The total of the third day's sale (May 18), 
when were disposed of the remarkable col- 
lection of examples of the early French 
masters, was the large one of $332,997. This, 
added to the totals of the first day day's 
sales of the first session, made a grand 
total for three days of $566,762. 

The highest figure of the sale was paid by 
an anonymous buyer for a splendid Frag- 
onard, "The Awakening of Venus," namely, 
$27,600. Another example of Fragonard, 
"Love," was bought by M. Laraud, for 
$6,000. A collector, M. Basili Kaharof, 
pushed to the large figure of $22,400, four 
little Boucher panels. For $16,000, M. Lar- 
naud secured Pater's "Les Fiancailles dans 
le Pare," after a contest with MM. Charley 
and Foinard. "Le Minuet," by Lancret, 
only brought $11,400. 

M. Dufayel acquired several fine canvases, 
notably a Largilliere, "Portrait of a Lady 
and Daughter," for $8,400; another Lar- 
gilliere, a portrait of Mme. de N6irmant, 
for $6,400, and a portrait 6i M. Chenery, by 
Mme. Vigee Le Brun for $4,000. A por- 
trait of Marie Leczinska went to an ama- 
teur buyer for $9,000. For Boucher's 
"Pretty Fisherwoman," $5,200 was paid by 
M. Neumans; Pater's "Romance" brought 
$5,400 from M. Laraude, and the^ame art- 
ist's "Garland of Roses," $5,100 from Baron 
Christiani. 

A portrait of Mme. Vigee Le Brun, by 
herself, fetched $9,400, and was bought by 
an amateur. M. C. M. Trotti paid $8,400 
for a portrait of a young girl, by Nattier, 
and Mme. Adam $7,200 for Nattier's por- 
trait of "Mme. de Plavancourt as Diana." 

To M. Fischhof went Chardin's "Chateau 
des Cartes," for $5,600, and M. Gustave 
Dreyfus secured "La Lorgneuse," by Wat- 
teau, for $3,600. M. Zaharof gave $4,800 for 
"Pastorale," and $2,800 for "Sleeping 
Bacchus" and "Faun and Loves," by Boucher, 
and a Greuze fetched $4,500. 

* - * * " 

At the first sale of the second session 
of the Sedelmeyer collection, on May 25, 
the highest figure, $6,600, was brought by 
Jacob Ruisdael's "Road Descending the 
Hill," which was secured by M. Neumans, 
after a warm fight for its possession with 
M. Kleinberger. The latter, however, soon 
after secured a fine example of Solomon 
Ruisdael, "Borders of a Dutch River," for 
$2,200. To M. Louis Ricard went, for 
$3,76o, J. Ruisdael's "Bridge on the River." 
M. Kleinberger bought "Portrait of an Old 
Woman," by Van der Heist, for $3,980. A 
Cuyp landscape, with cattle, which brought 
$1,340 in the Periere sale in 1872, went for 
$5,coo to M. Mersch. A small panel, by 
Metsu, brought $2,320. 

* * * 

The second sale of the second session, on 
May 27, had a total which, added to that 
of May 25, made a grand total for the two 
days of $118,132. M. Fischhof of New 
York and Paris, paid $4,420 for a good 
example of Paul Potter, and the highest 
figure of the day, $5,400, was paid by M. S. 
Oppenheimer for an example of Jan Steen, 
"The Marriage in Cana," which sold for

The first two sessions of three days each 
of the sale of the collections of the late 
Edouard Chappey, were published in the 
Art News of May 11. 

The third session opened at the Georges 
Petit Gallery, 'M'ay 27, and' resulted in a 
total of $65,438 for part of the Sevres por- 
celains, the fans, vases and various art ob- 
jects. Some rare pieces of Sevres brought 
high prices, notably $14,400 paid by M. Paul 
Roux for two vases with covers, decorated 
respectively with Chinese and floral medal- 
lions on a turquoise blue ground, and an old 
Sevres clock, for which M. Roux paid $6,400. 
$6,400. 

The second day's sale, May 28, of the 
third session of the Chappey auction, had 
a total of $46,288, and closed the collections 
of Sevres and the first portion of the col- 
lection of Saxe. M. Stettiner paid $2,400 
for two jardinieres in soft paste, decorated 
by Tardi, and $1,680 for two little vases with 
turquoise blue ground, decorated by Chapuis. 

In the Saxe pieces, an amateur paid $2,020 
for four statuettes of the four quarters of 
the globe, and M. Stettiner $1,360 for two 
griffons seated on a Louis XV. bronze ter- 
race.

The total of the third day's sale, May 29, 
of the third Chappey session, was $45,603. 
The offerings were the last of the porce- 
lains and more of the Saxe pieces. M. 
Mannheim paid $2,030 for two hard porcelain 
vases (Louis XVI. , and Paul Roux $800 
for two Chinese jade vases. In the offer- 
ings of XVIII. century vitrines M. Stettiner 
paid $1,820 for a gold and enamelled box, with 
a vintage scene on cover, and M. Ducrey 
$1,380 for an old Vincennes porcelain 
mounted in gold. M. Bomeuf paid $2,000 
for a large eagle and serpent brooch, in dia- 
monds and emeralds. 

* * * 

On May 30 took place the fourth day's 
sale of the third Chappey session, and pro- 
duced a total of $86,928, as important fur- 
niture pieces and sets and the pictures were 
disposed of. Of the pictures, the highest 
figures were brought by a gouache by Van 
Blarenberghe, "View of a Fire in the King's 
Stables at Versailles," which was secured 
by M. Tedesco for $2,610; a panel by Hu- 
bert-Robert, "The Bridge," bought by M. 
Pape, for $1,604, as against $1,100, which 
it sold for at the Sichel sale, and "The 
Diligence," by Jules Noel, which sold to 
M. Feral for $i,oco. M. Gradt paid $7,920 
for a Louis XVI. marquetry entre deux in 
colored wood, and M. Stettiner paid $7,3^0 
for a Louis XV. marquetry secretary with 
bronze ornaments. 



The filth and last of the sales of the third 
Chappey session took place May 31. The 
total was $223,486, a surprising amount, and 
it is no wonder the sale did not terminate 
until 7 P. M. This total, added to those of 
the four preceding days of the third session, 
made a grand total for the session of $467,- 
742, and, added to the totals of the first two 
sessions, gave a grand total for the three of 
$678,373. When the totals of the last ses- 
sion, that of June 5, 6 and 7, which will bj 
noted in the July issue of the Art News, 
come to be counted, it is probable that the 
total of the entire sale will be upward oi 
6 1 ,oco,cco. 

The remarkable and costly tapestry cov- 
ered furniture sets were the feature of the 
fifth and last day's sale. The sensational 
battle of the day was between MM. Roux, 
Stettiner and Seligman over a set of Beau- 
vais covered tapestry, period Louis XV. 
The bidding opened at $50,000 and the set 
was finally secured by an anonymous buyer 
for the sum of $90,000. 

Some of the bronzes also brought large 
figures. M. Paul Roux paid $16,400 for an 
old Chinese porcelain vase of blue enamel 
with Louis XV. bronze mountings and after 
a battle with MM. Bourdouriat, Ham- 
burger and Goldschmidt, of Frankfort.

THE BRANDUS COLLECTION 



The present art season, so prolific in 
sales of pictures and art objects, is, 
from all indications, to grow, if pos- 
sible, more lively towards its close 
There is evidently an increasing dis- 
position on the part of the art loving 
and collecting public to favor the pur- 
chase of desired possessions at the auc- 
tion sales of each recurring season. 

The coming week — that beginning 
March 12 — will bring a three days ex- 
hibition of a most interesting and im- 
portant collection of pictures at the 
Fifth Avenue Art Galleries, to be fol- 
lowed by its ^sale in the Waldorf-As- 
toria ballroom by Mr. James P. Silo 
of the Fifth Avenue Art Galleries on 
Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday 
evenings, March 12, 13 and 14. 

This exhibition and sale has beeri 
arranged by Mr. Edward Brandus, the 
well-known Paris expert, whose long 
experience in the art world and 
knowledge of and taste in pictures is 
universally recognized both here and 
abroad. The event is influenced by 
the probable demolition in the near 
future of the building at No. 391 Fifth 
Avenue, where the Brandus Galleries 
have long been located, and to the fact 
that Mr. Brandus may erect on a well- 
chosen site on Fifth Avenue new and 
spacious galleries in a modern build- 
ing. The collection to be sold is not 
only unusually rich in great names of 
the early and modern European 
schools, but the examples of the not- 
able painters represented are, almost 
without exception, of a quality not of- 
ten seen in collections that come to the 
auction block. They have been se- 
lected, after much research and with 
great care, by Mr. Brandus through a 
course of years, and with a special 
reference to the taste and inclinations 
of American collectors. 

In the catalogue will be found listed 
many ancient portraits of beautiful 
women by old Masters of the French 
and English schools now so much in 
demand and so difficult to obtain, and 
also a number of important examples 
of such painters as Alma Tadema, 
Bouguereau, Cazin, Dupre, Corot, 
Daubigny, Diaz, Rousseau, Schreyer. 
Ziem, Isabey, Gerome, and other paint- 
ers of their reputation. 

It is always difficult to adequately 
describe a collection of pictures such 
as that now to be offered, and which 
is made up of so many varied schools 
and examples. These canvases, to be 
thoroughly appreciated, must be seen 
and studied themselves, for no pen can 
portray their infinite variety of sub- 
jects and delicacy and beauty of col- 
or. 

The clou of the English pictures in 
the collection, if not of the collection 
itself — although a modern work — and 
by a painter still living, is the remark- 
ably fine example of Sir Alma Tadema 
entitled "The Sculptor's Studio," which 
comes from the galleries of Messrs. 
Agnew & Son, of London. Some crit- 
ics would consider this perhaps the 
greatest example of the modern mas- 
ter that has ever come into an auction 
room, and the competition for its pos- 
session will undoubtedly be keen. The 
painter who, contrary to general be- 
lief, is not an Englishman, but a 
Dutchman, for he was born at Dron- 
ryn, Holland, in 1836, has been asso- 
ciated with English art for thirty-six 
years, and is by general consent per- 
haps the leader of the English school 
of to-day. He still devotes his brush 
to the portrayal of classical subjects, 
and finds his chief inspiration in the 
life of the Romans under the Caesars. 
The greatest painter of marbles that 
the world has ever produced, his skill 



in the rendition of these is well ex- 
emplified in the present canvas, which 
has also his remarkable composition, 
strong and correct draughtmanship 
and wonderful rendering of details and 
textures. This canvas is also almost 
unique in color, and is richer in this 
respect than usual. The scene, well 
described by its title, is one of those 
typical views in all artists' studios in 
the early days of Rome, when it was 
the custom of the art lovers and 
dilettanti of the dav to make their 
rounds of the studios of the leading 
artists of the Imperial city. Every 
detail of costume, appointment and ac- 
cessories shows the luxury of the city 
and the time. 

If the Alma Tadema is perhaps the 
best example of the modern English 
school in the collection, the early Eng- 
lish masters are also well represented. 
The brush of Thomas Gainsborough 
is larely better exemplified than in the 
strong bust portrait of Dr. Haviland 
from the Sedelmeyer Galleries of Paris, 
a well-known picture, and which has 
all the mellowness of color, strength 
of modeling and fine expression asso- 
ciated with the great painter. This 
portrait is a thoroughly sober digni- 
fied and satisfactory example, and will 
have many admirers. Sir Thomas 
Lawrence, who delighted in the por- 
trayal of the prettiest women of his 
time, is also splendidly represented by 
the half-length portrait of Countess 
Darnley, whose grace and beauty make 
this canvas a most attractive one. 

He is also represented by a portrait 
of King William IV- from the collection 
of the Duke of Cambridge, which 
makes an admirable foil for his portrait 
of Countess Darnley. 

Sir Joshua Reynolds, the great and 
only Sir Joshua, who also, like Sir 
Thomas Lawrence, loved to portray 
pretty women, has two portraits, one 
the Duchess of Rutland, from the col- 
lection of the late Lady Charles Bruce 
of Carlton House Terrace, another of 
Miss Keppel, afterwards Mrs. Thomas 
Meyrick, and an ancestress of the pres- 
ent Mr. George Keppel, who, with his 
beautiful 'wife, are at present so prom- 
inent in English society. 

George Romney, the erratic versatile 
and able Romney, as he has been well 
called, and whom some critics place on 
a higher plane than his contemporaries, 
Reynolds and Lawrence, is recalled by 
an unusually attractive and charming 
female bust portrait of Miss Mont- 
gomery, daughter of Sir William Mont- 
gomery, a canvas which is sure to be 
surrounded by throngs of visitors dur- 
ing the exhibition. The collection in 
its examples of Reynolds, Lawrence, 
Gainsborough and Romney alone 
would be a notable one, but the Eng- 
lish school is still further represented 
by the earlier Sir Peter Lely, whose 
important portrait of the Countess of 
Kildare from the Sedelmeyer Galleries 
in Paris, is well known, by Sir Wm. 
Beechey, a portrait of "Miss O'Neil," 
and those lesser but still always at- 
tractive painters, the prolific George 
Henry Harlow, the pupil and most 
successful follower of Sir Thomas 
Lawfence, William Ettey, also a pupil 
of Lawrence, and the greatest painter 
of the nude England has yet produced 
who, strange to say, was born in New 
York in 1787, Sir Francis Cotes, whose 
^-orks are so often taken for those of 
Sir Joshua, John Opie, Andrew Geddes, 
Richard Cosway, who although he 
reached his chief fame as a miniatur- 
ist, was still a skillful portrait painter 
as his beautiful full-length decorative 
canvas of Augusta the Princess Royal, 
daughter of George III. will show, Sir 
Martin Shee, with a charming portrait 
of Mrs. Hammond, and as examples 



of the early English landscape school, 
Wm. Collins-, a fainter of rustic life, 
like the master who most influenced 
him, George Morland, Sir Augustus 
Calcott, portrait and landscape paint- 
er, and Robert' Ladbrooke, the noted 
painter of the Norwich school, and 
brother in law of "Old Crome." 

As can readily be seen it will take 
the art lover many hours to thorough- 
ly study this varied collection. The 
English pictures alone, of which only 
a few have been mentioned, are of 
themselves sufficient to attract, but the 
French school, both early and mod- 
ern, is almost as well represented. Of 
the early French masters, whose dainty 
decorative and delicate canvases are 
now in so much demand, for the adorn- 
ment of the new palaces which the 
great wealth of the United States is 
erecting, in all our larger cities, and 
which, as the output is small, for the 
reason that they are held in great 
esteem by their foreign owners — are be- 
coming more, and more difficult to ob- 
tin, form a most attractive and tempt- 
ing display. 

Nattier, oerhaps the most decora- 
tive portrait painter of any time, heads 
the list with a characteristic portrait 
of his favorite subject, 'Louise Hen- 
riette de Bourbon Conti, Duchesse 
d'Orleans" from the collection of 
Georges le Montauzon. This canvas, 
of itself important, is supplemented by 
other admirable examples by such 
painters as John Baptiste Van Loo, a 
portrait of "Madame Favart," the cele- 
brated actress of the Comedie Fran- 
caise, a portrait of "Madame de Gran- 
ville" by Lancret, who was not a pro- 
lific portraitist; a delightful and thor- 
oughly characteristic bust portrait of the 
Marquise de Montespan by Mignard ; sev- 
eral examples of Riguad, one of Largill- 
iere, a portrait of Madame de Celvoy by 
Francois Jouvenet, a delightful little 
head of the Duchesse de la Tremouille 
by Natoire, another head of the 
Marquise de Hautpoul from the 
Chappey Galleries in Paris by Carle 
Van Loo, and a thoroughly good 
example of Jean Grimoux, a portrait of 
Mile. Deshoulieres from the celebrated 
Humphry Ward collection of London. 

Coming to the more modern painters, 
the Barbizon masters, whose works will 
always be in demand among true art 
lovers, are unusually well represented. 
There are no less than three Corots and 
four Diazes, and representative examples 
each of Daubigny, Jules Dupre, Jacque, 
Rousseau and Troyon. One of the ex- 
amples of Corot is a figure piece, an 
"Italian Girl," from the Georges Petit 
Galleries. Another, an "Ideal Land- 
scape," from the collection of Count Ar- 
mand Doria will undoubtedly be fought 
over, as it is well known and character- 
istic. 

The great painter of forest glades, 
Diaz, is exemplified by three remarkably 
good examples, the most important of 
which is the celebrated "Dogs in the 
Forest," which was shown in the exhibi- 
tion of "100 masterpieces" in Paris a few 
years ago, and is engraved in the illustrat- 
ed work on that exhibition. 

The Dupre "Sunset" is also a great ex- 
ample, and the Daubigny "The Road" is 
one of those tender and delicious little 
landscapes so associated with the painter 
of placid rivers and quiet villages sleep- 
ing under the evening star. Of other 
modern French painters in this varied 
collection mention must be made of Isa- 
bey, whose "Leaving for the Promenade" 
from the celebrated Forbes collection, is 
one of the most important examples of 
this painter that has come on the mar- 
ket for a long while. Another Isabey, 
the "Return of the Fishermen," from the 
Georges Petit Gallery of Paris, is also 
characteristic and attractive. 



"A Cavalier," of the period of Louis 
XIII, from the Meissonier sale of 1893, 
represents this finished artist, while two of 
the latest canvases by Bouguereau are 
especially interesting and valuable in view 
of his recent death. One of these "Au-, r 
tumn," signed and dated 1905, is prob- 
ablv the last picture he painted, and yet 
gives no indication of failing power. The 
always decorative brush of Jacquet has 
several examples, whik the great Hen- 
ner, also recently dead, has to represent 
him a beautiful half-length "Reverie," 
with all his richness of color and strength 
of drawing. Schreyer, the painter of the 
wild life of Southern Russia and Arabia, 
is represented by an admirable canvas, 
"Wallachian Horses," and Roybet by a 
characteristic fancy portrait, "A Musi- 
cian," with a wealth of rich detail. 

Among the other attractive canvases of 
the modern French school is a beautiful 
Merle, "Maternal Love, several exam- 
ples of the young Aime Perret, in whom 
some critics see the successor of Millet, as 
he is certainly the rival of Jules Breton 
in the depiction of the "Poetry of Toil," 
some exceptionally good Ziems, the paint- 
er of the glory of Venice ; three of Jong- . 
kind, really a Dutch painter, whose works 
are constantly appreciating in value, sev- 
eral of Verboeckhoven, the veteran paint- 
er of the sheepf old ; some by Leon Richet, 
the favorite pupil of Diaz, and others 
signed by such well-known names as' Ka- 
vel, Carolus Duran — a splendid flashing 
canvas, "The Daughter of the Emir;" 
Cazin, the "Harvest," Fromentin and 
Gerome. 

No collection of pictures would be at all 
complete nowadays without an example 
of Frits Thaulow, the Norwegian painter 
of the "Snow and Ice and Stream," and 
who is here well represented, while of 
other more modern men, Frank Boggs the 
American, Grolleron the military paint- 
er, and Pierre Qutin are also exemplified. 
Of other early masters, not of the French 
or English schools, which this remark- 
ably rare and comprehensive collection in- 
cludes, are Mierevelt, a full-length por- 
trait of Dame Cornelius Van Hooft, from 
the de Chatelard collection; Jean Bellini, 
portrait of Vincenzio Juliono, from the 
collection of Princess Mathifde Bona- 
parte; Frans Pourbus, the younger, a 
full-length of his favorite subject Marie 
de Medicis; Coello, a portrait of "The 
Infanta;" Canaletto, the painter of old 
Venice, and his pupil Guardi, who often 
surpassed his master, and" others whose 
names will be familiar to art students and 
lovers. 

This hasty review, together with repre- 
sentative illustrations of some of the more 
important pictures in the collection to 
which this supplement is devoted, will 
give ' some idea of the importance and 
interesting character of this collection, 
which has been assembled only by and 
through the expenditure of much time, 
effort and capital, and the exercise of un- 
usual judgment, experience and taste. 
The dispersal of the collection, which 
will occupy three evenings, will be a 
notable event in the art world. 



A lecture by Sir Purdon Clarke, 
the new director of the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, New York, will take 
place on the afternoon of March 17. 
in Potter Hall, Boston. It will pre- 
cede the opening of a large exhibition 
at the Boston 'Art Club of work in de- 
sign from various American and for- 
eign schools and art associations, to 
be held under the auspices of the de- 
sign department of the local school of 
the Museum of Fine Arts. 

This will be the first occasion on 
which the former director of the South 
Kensington Museum will appear before 
a New England audience, so that the 
management of the design department 
of the school, of which Mr. C. How- 
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ard Walker is director, is naturally 
congratulating itself on its good for- 
tune in securing his co-operation. Sir 
Purdon's lecture will be on the topic 
"Indian Art." 

The exhibition, which will be opened 
to the public at the Art Club on the 
day following Sir Purdon Clarke's ad- 
dress, has been planned with a view 
to arousing popular interest in the ap- 
plication of design to the applied arts 
and the finer kinds of manufacturing. 
It will be the most important compara-

"Alarmed by the rapidity with which 
J. Pierpont Morgan and other Amer- 
ican collectors are acquiring and carry- 
ing off to the United States the finest 
old masters and most precious art 
treasures in Germany," the Tribune 
says, "the Kaiser has been sounding re- 
cently the other sovereigns of the Teu- 
tonic empire, with the view to the en- 
actment of a measure analogous to the 
Pasca law prohibiting the export from 
Italy of any chefs d'oeuvres of ancient 
art or archaeology. In Italy the ground 
is taken that the works of Titian, of 
Raphael, of Michael Angelo, the mar- 
vellous metal work of Benvenuto Cel- 
lini and the grand old statuary dating 
from the time of the Roman emperors 
in reality belong to the nation, or, at 
any rate, that the state has a proprie- 
tary interest in them and that they 
cannot, therefore, be disposed of with- 
out the government's consent. The lat- 



French and London art dealers and to 
American collectors the finest old mas- 
ters of their galleries, and, owing to 
the almost inevitable refusal of the au- 
thorities to grant permission to sell to 
foreign purchasers, the unfortunate 
nobles are sometimes reduced by actual 
want to dispose of their most precious 
belongings to the state for ridiculously 
small sums. 

This Pasca law dates back long be- 
fore Italy became a united kingdom 
and united with the Papacy, but was 
taken over by King Victor Emman- 
uel's government in 1870, was extend- 
ed throughout the entire kingdom, and 
has been in force ever since much more 
strictly than in the days when the 
popes wielded temporal sway over 
Rome. 

German Jurists under the direction 
of the Kaiser are considering whether 
it will be possible to enact a federal 
law for the entire empire on simlar 
lines, or if it will be necessary for each 
one of the individual states of the con-
